I have to report another death from yellow fever, making three 
deaths in all. The situation here at present is 2 cases on hand. Three 
have died and there are several suspects, 2 of which I think will prove 
to be yellow fever. The last case reported is that of the surgeon to a 
fruit compan^^ This case has been favorable from the beginning, 
and he should recover. Since the outbreak of yellow fever at this 
port the town is receiving a good cleaning and oiling. Every house 
in which there is any kind of sickness is being fumigated, and patients 
are all being treated under mosquito bars.
